Tuma said dental records arrived 
on Friday from West Germany. 
Medical data on Mengele’s bone 
structure, height and hair colour was 
expected within days, he said. 

Police also discovered a book in 
German on evolution with 15 pages 
of handwritten notes believed to be 
Mengele’s. Tuma said he would ask 
U.S, and West German authorities 
to release classified World War II 
documents with handwriting speci- 
mens to serve as a comparison. 

Forensic experts at the morgue 
began Friday to clean the bones 
taken from the grave and were to 
start assembling the skeleton, Tuma 
said. 

He said the identification could 
take “a few hours or a few weeks. 

A Hungarian-born woman told 
police here yesterday that a man she 
hired to administer her farm in 1961 
admitted when she later confronted 
him about his identity that he was 
Mengele. 

The man was brought to the farm, 
in Araquarara, 277 kilometres from 
Sao Paulo, by an Austrian named 
Wolfgang Gerhard, said Gitta Stam- 
mer. 

Gerhard is the name Mengele is 
believed to have been buried under 
after a 1979 drowning accident. The 
skeleton currently is being examined 
to establish the identity. 

Stammer said her suspicions grew 
when in 1962.sbe saw a newspaper 
photograph of a man, identified as 
Nazi fugitive Josef Mengele, which 
she said resembled HochejchJep, the 
name given by the farm manager. 

‘T confronted him with it and he 
admitted he was Mengele," Stam- 
mer said in a police statement.” She 
said, her.husband went to Gerhard 
with the information. “Wolfgang 
tried to calm us -down, saying ho one 
would ever discover fire presence of 
the Nazi in our home,” Stammer 
said. 

Mengele continued to live on the 
Stammer's farm until 1975, when he 
moved into a house bought by the 
family on the outskirts of Sao Paulo, 
the statement said.

Arafat dodges statement 
on acceptance of 242 


dead, 55 hurt on roads

WASHINGTON. - Despite assur- 
ances from King Hussein, PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat has again 
refused to say that he accepts UN 
Security Council Resolutions 242 
and 338 as the basis for Arab-lsraeli 
peace negotiations. 

In an interview on Friday in The 
Wall Street Journal, Arafat insisted 
on U.S. recognition of Palestinian 
“self determination" as precondi- 
tion for PLO acceptance of the UN 
resolutions. 

“Nobody can push me to say what 
he wants me to say, only my peo- 
ple,'* Arafat told Barbara Rose- 
wicz, a Journal reporter based in the 
Middle Bast. She interviewed him in 
Amman. It was Arafat’s first inter- 
view since Hussein's visit to 
Washington late fast month. 

' “Always they wtot to from 
me,” said Arafat. “This is my turn to 
hear from the American administra- 
tion. Say one word, ‘self determina- 
tion' for the Palestinian people, 
which is their sacred right." 

In the past, the U.S. has opposed 
accepting full Palestinian self deter- 
minatibn, since that could imply sup- 
port for an independent Palestinian 
state on the West Bank and Gaza - 
which Washington opposes. Instead, 
U.S. 'administrations have sup- 
ported “the right of the Palestinians 
to participate in the determination of 


their future, which implies some sort 
of arrangement just short of full 
independence. 

President Ronald Reagan's 1982 
peace initiative. U.S. officials have 
recalled, proposed a West Bank 
association with Jordan. 

Pressed on the question of why he 
would not repeal what Hussein had 
said publicly in Washington. Arafat 
replied: “No. I'll not repeat it. I'm 
not a monkey. I give my own politic- 
al statement.”

Diplomats said meeting a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian team would 
boost King Hussein's efforts to gain 
acceptance for his call for an interna- 
tional Middle East peace conference 
which appears to be gaining support 
in Washington.

Mubarak: Withdrawal must be ‘complete’ 



CAIRO (AP). - Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak called on Israel 
yesterday to withdraw completely 
from Lebanon without leaving “a 
single Israeli inside the Lebanese 
border.” 

‘My information is that Israel will 
withdraw completely from Lebanon . 
But it seems something is hampering 
the withdrawal process," Mubarak 
said at Cairo international airport 
after conferring there with Sultan 
QaboosofOman. 

Asked about reports that Israel is 
leaving - behind some advisers in 
Lebanon, Mubarak replied: “I pre- 


fer that no one remains in Lebanon. 
They should not leave behind a sing- 
le Zsraeli inside the Lebanese bor- 
der.” 

In a speech last month, Mubarak 
cited Israeli withdrawal from Leba- 
non among his terms for agreeing to 
a proposed summit with Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres. 

Mubarak was asked again yester- 
day about bis terms for “activating” 
the Arab-lsraeli peace process. 

“Israeli withdrawal from Lebanon 
is one of these terms.” he said. “Also 
settlement of tbe Taba problem and 
flexibility on the Palestinian issue.”

LONDON (AP). - Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, after separate 
meetings with Jordan’s King Hus- 
sein and U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz, said Friday she 
opposed Hussein's plan for an inter- 
national conference on the Middle 
East.

Shultz who flew from Portugal fol- 
lowing a Naro foreign ministers 
meeting. 

The British leader said many 
Israelis would be “relieved" by such 
negotiations. “They have lived with 
the situation for a very long rime and 
I think many of them would like it 
settled.” she said. 

But, she said, “We are not very 
keen on an international conference 
because we think it might complicate 
things.” The U.S. also opposes such 
a conference.

The Finish Unifil battalion's con- 
tretemps with the South Lebanese 
Army may have been an over- 
zealous attempt by field officers to 
assist UN policymakers in their 
efforts to deploy Unifil southwards 
and to bring about the dissolution of 
the South Lebanese Army. 

This suspicion was voiced in Jeru- 
salem last night by Israeli sources, 
who noted that the actions of the 
Finns under Colonel Hakala should 
be seen “within a certain political 
environment.” They noted that top 
UN diplomats are due in Israel this 
week in yet another effort to per- 
suade the government to. agree to 
Unifl's deploying ail the way to the 
border. 

L^N Undersecretary-General 
Brian Urquhan will meet with De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin on 
Tuesday and is expected to urge him 
to reduce the SLA to a local milita 
based on Marjayoun and Klea to 
facilitate a broader Unifil role. 

Last night the South Lebanese 
Army released four of the 23 Finnish 
Unifil troops captured late on Friday 
by SLA soldiers. SLA commander 
General Antoine Lahad defined the 
release as a “gesture of goodwill.” 
The SLA troops took -the Unifil 
soldiers prisoner in retaliation for 


what Lahad called “the kidnap- 
ping.” earlier on Friday, bv Unifil 
troops of 11 SLA men. The SLA 
men were subsequently transferred 
to Tyre, where they are now with the 
Shi'ite Amal organization. 

There are two basic versions of 
what happened on Friday. 

SLA Sources said rhat 50 Finnish 
soldiers arrived in three armoured- 
personnel carriers and attacked SLA 
position in the Kantara area. 

According to these sources, the 
Unifil soldiers fired in the air and 
captured 11 SLA soldiers and hand- 
ed them over to Amal near Antur-

Lahad said in Metulla yesterday 
that Amal did not concern turn. 
“Unifil took the soldiers into captiv- 
ity. Unifil will return them. I do not 
agree to any pressure on Israel. I 
want Unifil to negotiate directly with 
me.”

They went to a 
Finnish position and asked the UN 
soldiers to take their weapons and 
transfer them to Amal in Tyre. The 
Unifil soldiers then took the SLA 


Israel has given assurances to Fin- 
land. meanwhile, that it will exert its 
"best efforts” to ensure the safety of 
the ^Finnish soldiers kidnapped by 
the SLA. The Israeli sources said last 
night that ihese assurances were 
based on solid ground, and there was 
no cause for concern over the lives of 
the Finns.

May singe in exports, 
mostly industrial goods

Israel's exports increased sharply 
last month, totalling S203 million 
compared to $432m. in May 1984, 
the Central Bureau of Statistics said 
on Friday. Much of the rise was in 
industrial exports, excluding di- 
amonds, which showed a 575m. in- 
crease, mostly in machinery and 
electronics. This could indicate in- 
creased military exports. 

Exports during the first 5 months 
of rhe year totalled $2, 451m., up by 
6.4 per cent, compared to the 
S2,301m. in the same period last 
year. The monthly coverage in the 
first five months of the year was the 
same as the second half of 1984, 
some 5390m.. the bureau added. 

The figures released showed that 
the rise in industrial exports during 
the January-May period was 7.4 per 
cent above average. 

Industrial exports, excluding di- 


amonds, totalled $1.(5 billion, com- 
pared to $1.5b. in January-May 
1984. 

The largest increases were in the 
export of high-tech and military pro- 
ducts, such as electronics, precision 
tools and optical equipment. The 
exports of optical tools went up by 25 
per cent, while that of metallic and 
electronic products rose by 12 per 
cent. 


Exports of polished diamonds also 
boomed. In the first five mouths of 
the year some 5489m. worth of di- 
amonds were sold abroad, 10.6 per 
cent more than in January-May 
1984. 

Exports of agricultural products 
totalled some 5309m. in the first five 
months of the year, almost the same 
as 1984. 

Citrus sales increased by 57 per 
cent, but the exports of other fresh 
produce went down by 11 per cent.

- Two Soviet 
cosmonauts docked their Soyuz T- 13 
with the SaIyut-7 space station 
yesterday. Using a new distance- 
determining device in the first re- 
ported instance of a manual docking. 

Docking operations are normally 
carried out automatically under mis- 
sion control in Moscow and have 
caused problems in the past, several 
times leading to missions being 
abandoned. Western experts had 
guessed the Cosmonauts were intend- 
ing to try out new equipment be- 
cause of the unusually long delay 
between the blast-off on Thursday 
and yesterday's docking. 

Tass said the cosmonauts had to 
fire their spacecraft's engines several 
times to adjust their orbit in order to 
make the correct approach to Salyut.

HAIFA. - A well-known local land- 
mark - the Casino building in Bat 
Gatim - may be demolished, if build- 
ing experts rule it is unsafe. The 
Jerusalem Post learned on Thursday. 

The municipality and the Israel 
Lands Administration, which has re- 
cently taken the building back into 
its ownership, have asked safety ex- 
perts from the Haifa Technion and 
the city engineer to inspect the struc- 
ture. 

They have agreed that if it is found 
to be dangerous. the Casino, a 


favourite night spot for British sol- 
diers during the Mandate period, 
will be pulled down. 

Conservationists have accused the 
municipality of investing more than 
52 million in a cable car project to 
help develop tourism in Haifa, while 
letting an historic building fall into 
ruin. They are demanding that the 
Casino be renovated and saved for 
future generations. 

The city hall spokesman said it 
would be good to preserve the build- 
ing. "but not at aoy price.”

Soviet armour routs rebels in Afghan valley 


ISLAMABAD (AP). - A Soviet 
armoured column smashed through 
the last guerrilla defences on Friday, 
relieving the besieged border town 
of B&rikot and occupying the Kunar 
valley after two weeks of fierce fight* 
ing, guerrilla sources said. 

Elite Soviet commandos yester- 
day battled resistance fighters on 
nearby mountain tops, the sources, 
added. 

A senior official of the Ittehad-i- 
Afghan guerrilla alliance said Soviet 
tanks and armoured personnel car* 
tiers reached Barikot late Friday 


night. The armoured column was the 
spearhead of a force of some 10.000 
Soviet troops unleashed in a major 
offensive some three weeks ago. 

The Afghan Information Centre 
said earlier yesterday thar reports 
from the Kunar indicated the Soviet 
force now had control of the valley. 
In two weeks the Soviet force adv- 
anced 40km up the steep, narrow 
valley, sweeping aside guerrilla 
formations as jets and helicopters 
pounded the area in front of the 
advancing tanks, according to a re- 
port by the centre. 


Guerrilla forces were still attack- 
ing the Soviet ground forces between 
Sag and Barikot. an official of the 
rebel alliance said. 

“It looks like a big victory for the 
Russians." said another guerrilla 
official, “but we are not finished, we 
are still strong." 

The alliance claimed its forces 
killed more than 50 Soviet soldiers in 
the final fighting at Barikot for the 
loss of 18 killed and 40 wounded. A 
Soviet jet fighter-bomber was shot 
down with ground-to-air missiles, 
the alliance said. 


Guerrilla forces in the area with- 
drew to side valleys and mountain 
tops overlooking the main valley, 
where they were pursued by Soviet 
commandos, the officials said.

ESTORIL. ■ Portugal (AP). - The 
U.S. has suffered a new setback in its 
effort to sell President Ronald 
Reagan's “Star Wars" programme 
to foe Nato allies. 

Foreign ministers from the 36 na- 
tions of the alliance omitted any 
specific mention of the space- 
weapons programme in a declara- 
tion issued Friday after two days of 
“ talks on" key issues in East- West 
relations. 

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz said he had tried but failed to 
win a formal Nato endorsement of 
the programme, which the Soviet 
Union contends is the main obstacle 
to a U.S. -Soviet arms deal. 

France. Denmark and Greece re- 
fused to allow any mention of the 
programme, known as the Strategic 
Defence Initiative or SDL in foe 
closing Nato communique. 

Those countries fear that to sup- 
port SDI research publicly would 
signal a commitment to accepting 
U.S. deployment of a space-based 
missile defence, Nato Secretary- 
General Lord Carrington told a 
news conference after the meeting. 

Although Shultz told reporters he 
was not disappointed by foe lack of a 
Nato endorsement of SDI, the out- 
come of the conference streng- 
thened the impression that the Euro- 
pean allies are increasingly sceptical 
of foe programme's implications for 
Nato unity and European security. 

In London, fhe director of “Star 


Wars,” Lt.-Gen. James Abraham- 
son. said yesterday he was not at all 
discouraged by Nato’s refusal to en- 
dorse the programme.

Namibia interim government

AL-FASHIR, Sudan (Reuter). - 
Nearly half Sudan's 22 million peo- 
ple are victims of drought and the 
death rate from famine is creeping 
steadily higher, relief workers say. 
Children are suffering most. Amer- 
ican grain and other food aid has 
piled up on the docks at Port Sudan 
and cannot be moved fast enough to 
remote areas because of poor road 
and rail links, they report. 

Brian O'Neil, an Irish adviser for a 
new European community relief 
scheme, said eight million Sudanese 
were now suffering from the 
drought. The UN office in Khar- 
toum says the figure may be 10m. 

Sudan's new ruler. General 
Abdul- Rahman Swareddahab. has 
said a million children may starve to 


death, and malnutrition may per- 
manently harm many more. 

The threat is greatest in the vast 
western province of Darfur, where 
this town is located. “Darfur needs 

1.000 tons of grain a day,” O'Neil 
said. “They only receive 250 tons a 
day...” 

The grain comes from the U.S. 
The Europeans, under a scheme set 
to cost S70 milli on this year, have 
just started airlifting -350 tons of high 
protein foods every day for those 
most in danger in Darfur - children* 
pregnant women, the old and sick. 
O’Neil said there were about 

250.000 tons of food at Port Sudan,

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
South Africa has announced it wfll 
defy world opinion and go ahead 
with the formation of an interim 
government in the disputed territory 
of Namibia (South West Africa) la- 
ter this month. 

The announcement in Windhoek 
late Friday was immediately conde- 
mned by foe United Nations Council 
on Namibia, a Namibian church 
group, and internal political leaders 
of the main guerrilla organization 
opposing South African rule in the 
territory. 

The Council of Churches of Nami- 
bia. a major church grouping in foe 
territory, said it rejected the interim 
government and called for a “day of 
prayer for justice and peace,” on 
June 16. 

Pretoria has voiced acceptance of 


a U.N. plan for independence but 
protested it cannot be carried 
through until an estimated 30,000 
Cuban troops in neighbouring 
Angola have left. 

Official sources said President 
P.W. Botha would fly to Windhoek 
for colourful ceremonies officially 
banding over government. 

However, it seemed unlikely any 
western countries would be repre- 
sented at the function. Western gov- 
ernments have previously not 
allowed any of their diplomats to 
attend official functions for fear of 
seeming to support South African 
policy in foe territory. 

The interim government plan 
transfers limited government powers 
to the local government but leaves 
foreign affairs and defence finnly in 
Pretoria’s hands. 


Agca says Bulgaria ‘guilty’ 
of plotting to ldll pope 


Cyprus communists demand 


ROME (AP). - The man who shot 
the pope says “Bulgaria is guilty'' 
but refuses, for now, to tell a judge 
the details of a conspiracy he has 
claimed is behind the 1981 shooting 
of Pope John Paul II. 

Mehmet Ali Agca. foe state's star 
witness, said Friday that he is wor- 
ried and that he could not talk be- 
cause he felt threatened by the 
Soviet and Bulgarian secret services. 

“I confirm everything,” he said 
after the lunch break. “Bulgaria is 
guilty.'* 

The 27-year-old Turk, who 
wounded the pope four years ago, 
turned state's evidence and his testi- 
mony led to this trial of three Bulga- 
rians and four Turks for complicity 
in the assassination attempt. Agca 
said publicly two years ago that the 


Soviet KGB intelligence service and 
Bulgaria were behind the papal 
shooting. 

After he returned to the stand, 
Agca said he could say nothing about 
the alleged conspiracy. 

“I havfc been threatened by the 
Russian secret service and the 
Bulgarian secret service. I received 
some letters in jafl,” Agca said. 

Prosecutor Antonio Marini told 
reporters that Agca bad received a 
letter recently from Bulgarian au- 
thorities, notifying him that he faces 
trial in the communist country.

NICOSIA (APJ. - The powerful 
Cyprus Communist Party (Akel) 
staged a mass rally here Friday to 
pressure President Spyros Kyp- 
rianou to accept a compromise plan 
for a settlement of foe problem of 
the war-divided island. 

The island-wide rally, attended by 
tens of thousands of communists 
waving red flags, followed another 
mass protest making similar de- 
mands on Kyprianou organized last 
month by the island's pro-western 
right-wing Democratic Rally (Dysy) 
Party. 

Dysy and Akel each control one 
third of the votes in the 35-member 
parliament. They demand com- 
pliance by Kyprianou with the 
majority view expressed by their two 
parties in parliament, or his resigna- 
tion and foe holding of an early 
presidential election. 

Addressing the Communist rally, 
Ezekias Papaioannou, the Akel 
secretary -general, accused Kyrianov 
of blocking three successive peace 
initiatives by the UN secretary- 


general for a settlement of foe Cyp- 
rus problem.- 

“Kyprianou and his allies of the 
rejection front neutralized the uni- 
que chance presented to us after 11 
years of Turkish occupation for the 
withdrawal of Turkish troops on foe 
basis of a timetable,” Papaioannou 
declared.

Stock market hitting highs 
despite talk of recession 


NEW YORK (AP). - India has 
declined $5 million in aid offered by 
Union Carbide Corp. to victims of 
foe Bhopal chemical disaster be- 
cause of "onerous” requirements, a 
federal judge said on Friday. 

Judge John Keenan asked that foe 
Red Cross accept foe aid instead. 

Keenan said the Indian govern- 
ment had turned down foe money 
rather than take on foe burden of 
providing quarterly reports includ- 
ing "comprehensive, up-to-date in- 
formation on the present health sta- 


tus of each person known to have 
been injured in foe disaster.” * 

India's objection was that the 
proposed requirements “would cre- 
ate unnecessary administrative ex- 
penses which would have the effect 
of diverting funds from foe benefit of 
victims,’’ the Indian government's 
lawyer, Michael Ciresi, said in a 
telephone interview. 

India has said that 1.700 people 
were killed and 200,000 were injured 
in last December's pesticide leak 
from a Union Carbide plant in Bhop- 
al. 
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NEW YORK (AP). - In the para- 
doxical style for which it is famous, 
i the stock market has been hitting 
record highs lately as talk has spread 
on Wail Street of a U.S. business 
slump. 

The economic recovery and ex- 
pansion that began in foe U.S. in late 
1982 has lately shown many signs of 
slowing. More and more analysts 
have begun using the word “reces- 
sion” in their assessments of foe 
outlook. 
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Stock readers are by no means 
heedless of that talk. But they seem 
convinced that whatever drop-off 
occurs will be neither long nor se- 
vere, and will be followed by a 
resurgence of growth. 

Economist Pierre Rinfret said he 
believes the U.S. economy is headed 
into a recession. “However, declin- 
ing interest rates and strong housing 


demand will keep the recession short 
and mild,” he maintained. 

"The Federal Reserve's relatively 
easy monetary policy is softening the 
decline in foe economy,” Rinfret 
added. 

"The severe 1980, 1981-82 reces- 
sions resulted from material excesses 
in prices and interest rates. Today 
we have little inflation, no excess 
inventory buildup, no commodity 
price runup, no speculation.” 

John Connolly, analyst at Dean 
Witter Reynolds, Inc., spid that the 
status of the economy might already 
be described as a “growth recession" 
- a period in which total output 
grows only slightly and unemploy- 
ment increases. 

In times like these, optimistic in- 
vestors are said to be wflHug to “look 
across the valley” to the upswing hi 
business conditions that is expected 
to foUow.a slow-down.

Hungarians vote

BUDAPEST (AP). - Hungarians. 
voted yesterday under a new law 
stipulating that at least two candi- 
dates must run for each parliament 
and local council seat. 

Most of the nearly eight-milli on- 
strong electorate were expected to 
cast votes, despite a boycott call by- 
foe nation's small group of dissidents 
who tried, but failed, to get on foe" 
ballot. 

It was the first time Hungarians 
voted under the compulsory multi- 
slate law. introduced in 1983 in what 
foe leadership said was an attempt to 
increase public participation. Multi- 
ple candidacy has been optional 
since the 1970s. 

The 1983 ruling applies to 352 
parliament seats and 60.000 council 
positions.

Naturally, when I sit them 
down bn my bed and tell them I have 
cancer, their mouths drop open. I 
rush in to fill the anxious silence.*,

scalpel and it will be all over, and 


before you know it. 1*11 be home 
yelling at you to do your home- 
work." I am determined to speak 
openly about the cancer, so it won’t 
be a dsiease that they will fear.

something your doctors get rid of 
and something that never returns. I 
have been told that more than 90 per 
cent of the women in my situation 
totally recover.

“I hope it doesn't 
spread," she says. “Then ft could 
be vexy dangerous and you could 
die." 

I appreciate her forthrightness - 
“everything up from" is my memo, 
the only sensible way to deal with 
things - but please don't even men- 
tion that, because only people you 
read about in newspapers die during 
operations and only neighbours of 
cousins' friends get cancer that 
spreads uncontrollably. 

As I kiss her good-night. T wonder 
if I might be a cousin's friend's 
neighbour. 

The weeks before the operation 
are hectic. While I am busy doing 
tests on my kidneys, lymph glands, 
bladder, rectum and blood, and rac- 
ing around with the proper slips of 
paper in order to He on the appropri- 
ate beds, inside, where no needle or 
x-ray or tube can reach. I am separ- 
ating from an old friend - my womb. 
It has served me well. It has been 
home to three healthy children. It 
has been a good muscle, pushing out 
the kids on time. My link to the 
future, my tie to Creation. Water 
and Blood. 

If I've been hysterical in my time, 
perhaps it was due to the' silent 
messages sent out to my psyche by 
my uterus. And if I will be hysterical 
after the operation, well then. Ill 
have to find another excuse. So 
why do I cry sometimes, unex- 
pectedly, while washing the dishes or 
taking the youngest to nursery 
school? The tears are like drops of 
water in the cave - the reality penet- 
rating my consciousness: I have cer- 
vical cancer. 

There must be lots of women 
without wombs and. since I never 
read about the operation on the 
women's page, a hysterectomy must 
not be such a major crisis. Why 
should I miss it? I'm healthy, and 
grateful for that. 

The operation I will have is called 
a “Wertheimer.” after a 19th- 
century doctor. The incision is 
north-south. From my point of view, 
the operation will be four hours 
crossed out of my life, since 1 will be 
lying flat on my back while green 
men cut me open and go fishing for 
cancer, removing all suspicious ob- 
jects. These four hours of uncon- 
sciousness consume much of my day- 


dreaming. since I will never be able 
to recollect them. 

“Is it over," I'll ask drowsily. 
“Yes. Everything's O.K.. Judy." 
they'll say. Naturally, I won't believe 
them, because my abdomen will 
.ache. My invasive trauma, my own 
little Lebanon. No one will discuss it 
in the Knesset, but I will limp around 
for some days, wondering when they 
will decide io send me home, where I 
belong. 

After my recovery. I will go to 
synagogue and say Birkat Hagomel. 
Yes. I will thank God and the gyne- 
cological surgeon, the anesthe- 
siologist. nurses, radiologists. X-ray 
technicians, oncologists, psycholog- 
ists. secretaries, friends, family, 
neighbours - everyone who has 
helped make my cancer so bearable, 
everyone who’ is helping me get 
through the crisis by making me feci 
I am not alone. 

Kol Yisrael arevim ze le ze. After 
mv recovery, I will up my pledge to 
the Israel Cancer Society. I* will 
volunteer once a week at a home for 
the aged. I will never throw trash our 
the window and I will visit anyone I 
know who may he sick. Even a runny 
nose feels better after a good word. 

Today, from my bedroom win- 
dow. I perceive two battles raging 
against cancer. One is in my abdo- 
men. Thai battle will be won by my 
sure-handed surgeon. I will simply 
lie back and cooperate. The other 
one is raging out on the streets. The 
mystique around the word “cancer" 
has to be destroyed. I will be a living 
example that it isn't a dirty word, 
that, if diagnosed early and dealt 
with in time, the disease can be 
conquered. 

I can already feel the reverbera- 
tions of the battle. All mv girlfriends 
are rushing out to do Pap smears. 
They are examining their breasts for 
lumps, going to the skin doctor ab- 
out the funny birth mark that’s been 
itching for months. Because of my 
experience, women are starting to 
take their bodies seriously. They are 
paying attention to little, silent 
changes. They are beginning to 
value their lives and to comprehend 
that life is a journey with a beginning 
and an end. It is a wonderful lesson 
we are learning: to take care of 
ourselves, to choose life, to foster 
and cherish it, that we mav live.

Early detection depends on the 
famili ar Pap smear test. In a quick 
and painless procedure the gyneco- 
logist takes samples of the vaginal 
secretions and of the cervical tissue. 
These samples are thpn prepared on 
glass slides for microscopic examina- 
tion. 

A Pap smear can detect a wide 
range of abnormal conditions, most 
of them benign, and it can pick up 
indications of malignancy elsewhere 
in the genital tract.

At what cost? 

Israeli women with cervical cancer have a poorer chance of being 
cured than their European sisters. Early detection is the key- but it 
is not cost-effective, say local experts. Esther Hecht reports. 


of .^mdace. cells of the ceryix

cer. In the U.S. there has been a 
marked increase in recent years in 
the incidence of CIN in young 
women, and, says Antebi, there has 
been a similar increase in Israel. 

Because a Pap smear may be posi- 
tive merely because of a vaginal 
infection, such a result should be 
followed by a second diagnostic pro- 
cedure before treatment begins, says 
Stark. “Never have a hysterectomy 
on the basis of a Pap smear alone,” 
he warns. 

Further diagnosis is done with the 
aid of a colposcope, an instrument 
which enables the doctor to see the 
cervix, magnified 10-15 times, and to 
observe changes in tissue appear- 
ance and in the architecture of the 
blood vessels. 

With the aid of a colposcope the 
doctor can also perform a biopsy, 
taking small tissue samples from the 
cervix for analysis by a pathologist. 
Both Stark and Antebi agree that 
effective use of the colposcope re- 
quires great expertise, and that it is 
best used as a diagnostic tool in 
centres where large numbers of pa- 
tients are seem 

Misgav Ladach’s and Hadassah’s 
colposcopic clinics diagnose all kinds 
of cervical problems in 500-700 


wonfen annually.-' wo cen’cfv? 
could handle all* the cases in the 
city." claims Antebi. He is even in 
favour of creating centres for Pap 
smear screening. 'with machines lo 
aid in diagnosis and thus reduce 
costs. For the moment, however, he 
must content himself with Hadas- 
sah’s clinic for early detection of 
cancer of the breast and the genital 
tract, where a positive Pap smear is 
immediately followed by colpos- 
copy. 

It might seem logical to expect the 
sick funds, which provide health care 
to the vast majority of the popula- 
tion. to be the purveyors of such 
diagnostic tests. But “the main func- 
tion of the funds is curative, not 
preventive, except in areas in which 
screening is cost-effective." s3ys Dr. 
Adelbert Hershkovitz. head of the 
medical division of Kupat Holim 
Leumit. 

To date, the various funds have 
covered the cost of Pap smears pri- 
marily for women referred bv their 
gynecologists because of past or pre- 
sent indications, such as hormonal 
treatment or suspicious vaginal dis- 
charge. Most of the women who 
have requested the test as routine 
screening have had to pay for it 
themselves. Only K.upat Holim Sh'- 
loan regularly picks up the tab for 
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woiifine screening. 

. Prof. Susan Hariap, an 
epidemiologist at the Hadassah- 
Hebrew University School of Public 
Health, justifies this reluctance to 
conduct free mass screening on the 
grounds that the incidence of cervic- 
al cancer in Israel - 100 new cases per 
year - does not warrant it. (Just for 
comparison, approximately 1,700 
new cases of breast cancer are de- 
tected annually). 

Despite reports of studies in Israel 
that apparently show a rise in the 
incidence of the disease, especially 
among young women, “there has 
been no true change since the cancer 
registry was started,” she says. 
There has been, however, a change 
in the population structure: there are 
now more younger women than pre- 
viously. and this demographic fact 
distons the findings of cervical can- 
cer studies. 

Considerable expense (not to 
mention anxiety), adds Hariap, re- 
sults from the fact that Pap smears 
are not always accurate. “We don't 
know what proportion of test results 
in Israel is incorrect - how many of 
the women rested are told that they 
have cancer when in fact they don't, 
and how many who have cancer are 
v. ronglv told that they don’t have it," 
she savs. 


“But let's take a hypothetical 
population of one milli on women 
and let’s assume that the incidence of 
cervical cancer is 10/100,000 - or 100 
in a milli on - and that the test is 99 
per cent accurate." The test will then 
correctly identify 99 of the 100 
women who have cancer, but will 
also yield positive results for 9,999 
women who do not have the disease 
at all. That is, of the 10,098 women 
who received positive results and 
who should now be examined with a 
colposcope. only 99- or one per cent 
- actually have cancer. 

It would make more sense, sug- 
gests Hariap, to focus early detec- 
tion efforts on women who are very 
likely to develop the disease. Nuns 
and Orthodox Jewish women (not 
including the newly penitent) are 
very unlikely to have it. while prosti- 
tutes and women who have had 
many sexual partners, or women 
whose boyfriends or husbands have 
had many sexual partners, are much 
more likely to suffer from it. 

No one knows for sure what 
causes cervical cancer, but it is link- 
ed to sexual activity. Antebi and 
Stark predict a rise in the incidence 
in Israel because of changes in sexual 
behaviour and a trend toward grea- 
ter permissiveness. Hariap, howev- 
er, contends that promiscuity is a 
necessary, but not sufficient cause: 
what is important is not the sexual 
activity itself, but the fact that it 
increases the probability of a 
woman's coming into contact with a 
sexually transmitted virus that is be- 
lieved to cause the disease. “In the 
past Israel had a low rate of cervical 
cancer - compared to other areas of 
the world— because the virus had not 
entered our population," she says. 


The future, however, does not 
augur well for Israeli women, says 
Hariap. “During World War II there 
was a great deal of extra-marital 
activity in England, accompanied by 
an epidemic of venereal disease. 
Twenty years later there was an 
epidemic of cervical cancer which 
has now subsided: there is probably 
a link between the two events. 

“After the Six Day War. there was 
a massive influx of non-Jewish 
volunteers to Israel, followed by a 
rise in the incidence of gonorrhoea, 
which has since abated. Twenty 
years after the war. when the young 
women of that period reach the age 
of 40, 1 would expect a rise in cervical 
cancer." Stark and Antebi add 
other categories of women at risk: 
women who have suffered from a 
particular type of condyloma virus 
(genital waits) and genital herpes. 
Though Hariap reassures us that 
these two viruses are far less com- 
mon in Israel than they are abroad. 

Another group of women who 
should have frequent Pap smears are 
daughters of women who received 
DES (diethyl-stilbestrol) - a synthe- 
tic hormone - during pregnancy. 
The daughters should be screened 
eveiy six months between the ages of 
16 and 25. says Antebi. 

If Harlap's predictions are cor- 
rect, we should reap the unwanted 
harvest of the Six Day War in the 
next few years, and then perhaps it 
will become cost-effective to con- 
duct routine screening, at least 
among the women in the most 
vulnerable age-group. In the mean- 
time, both Stark and Antebi urge all 
women to have regular Pap smears.

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Tadiran aims to double its 
exports to the U.S. this year 


Gad Ya'acobi hopes for $1.5-11.8 billion budget cut 

Tax break for production workers

WASHINGTON. - Tadiran last 
week said it expects to niore than 
double its civilian and military ex- 
ports to the U.S. this year. 

Last year, a spokesman said, the 
electronics and communications 
company exported Mime $60 million 
in equipment to the U.S. The pro- 
jected 1W5 level is $122m., accord- 
ing to Natan Sharoni. Tadiran’s 
director of organization and plan- 
ning. 

He spoke to reporters during a 
tour nf the large Tadiran exhibit at 
the annual convention of the Armed 
Forces Communications and Elec- 
tronics Association (AFCEA) now 
underway in Washington. 

According to Tadiran’s figures, 
rhe company is expected to have its 
worldwide sak*». including in Israel, 
reach $5?7m. this year. Of that sum, 
S246m. k slated for export. 

The U.S. h;:> clearly emerged as 
the single most important source of 
T;;diran exports, with about 45% of 
the company's export market pro- 
jected for 1985. According to Shar- 
oni. 60% of Tadiran’s sales involve 
military products. 

The major items sold to the U.S. 
military include pilotless reconnaiss- 
ance drones, known as remotely pi- 
loted vehicles (RPVJ, and military 
communications equipment. 

Recently. Tadiran joined forces 
with Israel Aircraft Industries to

form a new company specifically 
designed to develop and market a 
new generation of such drones. 

The U.S. Navy and Marine Corps 
have emerged as major customers of 
the Israeli-made aircraft. 

At the Washington Convention 
Centre where the AFCEA gathering 
was taking place last week, Tadiran 
hung its ‘Mastiff mini-RPV over its 
exhibition area. Its cameras focused 
on the Tadiran exhibit and relayed 
real-time pictures to the many cu- 
rious specialists and spectators who 
stopped by. 

In addition, the company display- 
ed a colourful battlefield setting for 
promoting many other sophisticated 
military products, including electro- 
nic jamming devices, computer- 
related equipment and radio and 
telephone instruments. Some were 
seen from within tanks, armoured 
personnel carriers and reconnaiss- 
ance aircraft. 

Tadiran had one of the largest 
displays at the convention where 
thousands of military communica- 
tions and electronics specialists from 
around the world gathered for the 
three-day event. The Israeli firm 
attracted some of the largest number 
of observers to its exhibit on the 
giant convention floor, where other 
major companies , inc luding GTE 
Communications.

TEL AVIV. - About 37% of the 
workers in Israel - all in the produc- 
tive sectors - will enjoy the 10% 
reduction in income tax to be 
granted by the authorities. (Their 
employers will get a 5% tax cut.) 

This was stated Thursday by Gad 
Ya’acobi, Minister of Economy and 
Planning, who added that “although 
no stringent definitions" of a pro- 
ductive worker had been drawn up, 
it was possible at one end of the scale 
to include all those working in export 
factories, in foreign tourism, and in 
agriculture. At the other end. all 
dvil servants and most people in 
service industries would be ex- 
cluded. 

Ya'acobi said he was sure that this 
tax cut, while not world-shaking, 
would certainly help turn the eco- 
nomy in a new direction. Moreover, 
he proposed that if a jobless person 
joined the productive sector while 
receiving unemployment compensa- 
tion, these dole payments should be 
turned over to his employer. This 
would help the employer to create 
new jobs while the worker would 
receive the same pay as other pro- 
ductive workers. In the majority of 
cases, this regular pay would' be 
much more than the unemployment 
compensation - and in any case, this 
compensation would not continue 
for ever. 

Ya'acobi also noted that Motorola 
(U.S.) was seriously considering set- 
ting up a $200 million plant in Israel. 
“Negotiations are in a very advanced 
stage." 

On another front, he said be 
favoured allowing citizens holding 
foreign currency (which they now 
keep at home or in a bank safe) to 
deposit it in a bank, where it would 
earn interest. “The return of this 
money in foreign currency would be 


guaranteed." 

Also under discussion - but at a 
preliminary stage - was a plan to 
entice owners of black capital to 
launder it legally until a certain date. 
"After that cut-off date there would 
be a huge increase in punishments 
for those found with black capital." 
He gave no details on how this would 
be done, and whether those who 
came forward would have to pay 
heavy taxes or fines. 

Ya'acobi said he placed great 
hopes on his efforts to get world 
Jewry involved in Israel in three 
main fields: investments (including 
venture capital and mobilizing capit- 
al abroad on the stock market): 
importing from Israel : and increased 
tourism to Israel. 

The programme, which he initi- 
ated some rime ago, has already built 
irs “sinews and bones." and is now 
beginning to be fleshed out. he said. 
Some 40 outstanding businessmen 
and Jewish leaders from the U.S. 
and Canada plus another 20 from the 
rest of the world, in addition to 40 
Israelis have already formed what he 
called the “first wave.” 

•‘We are trying to put the entire 
matter on a purely economic basis." 
Ya'acobi said, pointing out that 
although the government has given 
the “task force" its wholehearted 
approval, it was neither financing 
nor running the project. 

Some 20 leaders of the “task 
force” recently met in New York to 
study how Marks Sc Spencer gra- 
dually increased its imports from 
Israel from a small amount to £S0 
million. There were enough huge 
networks in rhe U.S. and Canada 
which could easily follow suit, he 
said. 

“Sixty to 70 non-Israeli members 
of the “task force” - its membership 
is constantly growing - would meet 
in Jerusalem this September to

It would 
be better if those steps taken by the 
government, or promised by the 
government, had been implemented 
months ago. he said- Most of them 
were now being implemented (ex- 
cept charging a fee for education and 
health services), or in the process of 
implementation.

“It is most regrettable that inter- 
national politics should intrude into 
sport," said Kevehazi. “This is parti- 
cularly so in an all-Jewish sports 
event like the Maccabiah.

South Africa has taken part in the 
Maccabiah since the second games 
of 1935. 

Leon Chamey, vice-chairman of 
the South African Zionist Federa- 
tion in Israel, said on Friday that he 
was "flabbergasted'* by the news. "It 
is a great pity that South African 
Jewish sportsmen, who are of a veiy 
high calibre, should not be able to 
meet their fellow-Jewish sportsmen 
front al] over the world and will also 
will lose the opportunity' of coming 
to see Israel as potential immig- 
rants," be said. Every Maccabiah 
produced a number of. immigrants 
from South Africa, as this one would 
certainly have done the same. The 
Federation was planning a social 
get-together with the South African 
athletes during the games.

It is customary practice at the end 
of a season, to plump for one's 
Players-of-the-year. The temptation 
is even greater when a season .is 
especially successful, and no one can 
challenge the fact that the just-ended 
local soccer season was eminently 
successful. 

But the concept of "Footballer-of- 
the-Year" is somewhat absurd. Soc- 
cer is essentially a team game. Un- 
like tennis, boxing or similar spoils, 
by definition no single champion can 
emerge triumphant: it is manifestly 
impossible to compare the merits of 
a goalkeeper, a defender, a midfiel- 
der and a striker. It might make good 
sense to give four awards, one for 
each of these branches of soccer 
activity. 

Nevertheless there are some tests 
that can be applied to single out 
somebody of exceptional merit. 
Who has shown the greatest im- 
provement during the year? Who 
has displayed fighting spirit when all 
the odds were against him? Who has 
behaved as a sportsman should, de- 
spite provocation? Who has been 
completely dedicated to the game? 

According to these standards we 
have decided to make the Jerusalem 
Post award for the Football er-of-the 
Year to that much maligned spoits- 


the gross follies of the Netanya man- 
agement; the fans were in no way to 
blame. . -- 

The Israeli fans are never guilty of 
gratuitous violence or violence for 
fun, as English soccer hooligans are. 
They go to a match wanting to see 
soccer, not looking for an opportun- 
ity to basb up the' supporters of the 
opposing team. It is true that they 
hurl insults at the referee and oppos- 
ing players, but there is an old adage. 
“Sticks and stones may break my 
bones, but words will never hurt 
me.’’ 

Considering the provocations to 
which the fan is subjected, their 
self-restraint is astonishing. Not all 
grounds are “black boles of Calcut- 
ta," like the YMCA in Jerusalem, 
but few of them, apart from Bloom- 
field. are calculated to make the fan 
comfortable. Toilet and other basic 
facilities are conspicuous by their 
absence. 

Prices of tickets are very high. As 
clubs find themselves facing more 
and more of a financial crunch, they 
hit the fan harder and harder. By the 
end of the season, tickets were cost- 
ing IS8.000. Yet the Israeli fan found 
the money, waited bours in tbe 
queue, endured tbe harsh condi- 
tions, enjoyed himself despite every- 
thing done to make enjoyment diffi- 
cult. 

On a more technical level the

there by soccer hooligans, it is with 
great pride that we point to the 
achievements of the Israeli Fan dur- 
ing the season just ended.

New blood needed 

A study of Israel crowd behaviour at international soccer games 
would produce fascinating findings. The scenes at the stadia are tbe 
very opposite of what happens at league matches in the country, or, for 
that matter, at international football matches anywhere else in the 
world. 

For long stretches of an international game, a crowd of 35.000 at 
Ramat Gan or 22.000 in the Bloomfield Stadium hardly produce a 
sound. You can hear a pin drop. If the game is really drab, they may 
stan a slow hand-clap. A goal from Israel will rouse a short burst of 
clapping. Otherwise total silence. 

The above applies to international matches only, or games of the 
national team against crack dub teams from abroad. It was not like 
that during the Cup semi-finals last Tuesday, or at needle league 
clashes. 

To be frank, there was little reason to cheer the national team until 
its last three matches of the season - the 1-1 draw against Sweden, 1-1 
against Andertecht (which Israel was unlucky not to win) and the 4-2 
win over Vasco de Gama of Brazil. These three games took Yosef 
Mirimowitch's team out of the rut, and proved that Israel has a 
splendid national team when it plays at its best. 

For the first time since Mirimowitch took over the reins from Jack 
Mansell two years ago, the national team coach seemed to realise that 
preparing Israel for World Cup matches next season needed more than 
simply relying on experienced veterans. Playing an unchanged team 
appears to have become an obsession with Mirimowitch. Not until the 
tail-end of the season did he venture to introduce new blood, and it 
certainly paid off. Efraim Arbiv of Shimshon was brought on in 
midfield for part of the game against Anderlecht, the Belgian 
champions. Arbiv quickly made the position his. playing from the start 
in the national team's next game against Vasco de Gama. Arbiv even 
scored a fine goal in that game. 

Players like Yaacov Eckhaus and Rifat Turk, both nearing 30, have 
been stalwarts of the national team for many years. They are still solid 
players, but it so happens that Israel is rich in talented midfield players 
and good defenders. 

Uri Mai mi Ilian is in a class of his own, at least on a par with Giora 
Spiegel, Mordechai Spiegler and Aharon Amar of previous soccer 
generations. Maccabi Haifa’s outstanding schemer Baruch Maman 
may be beyond national team service at the age of 30. But surely 
players as talented and keen as Eyal Begleibter, Mora Iwanir and 
Avinoarn Ovadia must very soon be given their chance. They must 
come into tbe squad at the expense of Nissim Cohen, a ball-juggler 
who has not really made his mark in international matches. 

David Pizanti. who lines up at left back, plays a valuable role as a 
raider along the left wing. The powerful Shlomo Shirazi or Gad 
Machness do the same on the far right. They are keeping out class 
defenders like Zion Marili and Shafiq el Huzeil. Nissim Barda, who 
has taken over from the injured Haim Bar in the centre of the defence 
and sweeper Avi Cohen will surely retain their places next season. 

What Israel most lacks is sharp, goal-hungry strikers, who can keep 
their cool in front of the opposing goal. Clearly. Eli Ohana is one - he 
is the best attacker to lead the national team since Nahum Stelmach. It 
is especially advantageous that he and Malmillian play together for 
Betar Jerusalem. 

Mirimowitch is well aware that not every fine chib player can slot into 
front-runner. His teammates at Maccabi Haifa. Moshe Selektor and 
Ronnie Rosenthal, are challenging for the striker places, but, like 
Mansell before him. Mirimowitch has ignored Oded Machness, who 
many pundits believe would be the ideal partner to Ohana. Eli Dricks 
and Nir Levin have made their marks with the Israel Under-21 squad, 
whiqh won both its most recent games 4-1.

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Unfortunate incident 


THIS WEEKEND’S clash between Gen. Antoine Lahad's 
South Lebanese Army and the Finnish contingent of Unifil is 
probably one of the most serious incidents involving Unifil 
troops since that UN peace-keeping force began operating over 
seven years ago in the wake of the 1978 Operation Litani. 

It is particularly embarrassing for Israel, because the SLA, 
which for ail intents and purposes is an Israeli surrogate force, 
apparently ran out of control and has begun handling matters in 
typical Lebanese fashion. 

Their original threat to kill one of the 24 captured Finnish 
Unifil soldiers and officers every hour unless they secure the 
| return of 12 SLA soldiers captured earlier by die Finns, is 
something which the' IDF command cannot and should not 
tolerate. 

According to initial reports, the Finnish Unifil unit attacked 
an SLA outpost and took the 12 SLA soldiers as prisoners, 
subsequently handing them over to the Shi'ite militia near 
Tyre. The Finnish unit is reported to have acted on its own, 
without the approval of the Unifil command. 

Be that as it may, the SLA’s unilateral action against the 
Finnish Unifil contingent, threatening to use brutal force, is 
totally unacceptable. If Friday’s incident can be taken as an 
indication of future action by the SLA, now that the IDF has 
virtually withdrawn from South Lebanon, it will not be long 
before IDF units will be compelled to go back across the border 
to fight alongside the SLA. It is therefore imperative that Gen. 
Lahad act in full coordination with the IDF before matters get 
totally out of hand. His SLA militia cannot be allowed to 
become like the legendary sorcerer’s apprentice who could not 
stop the flood he unleashed. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, speaking yesterday at a 
press conference in the U.S., predicted that incidents between 
the SLA and Unifil were likely to recur as long as Unifil insists 
on cunying favour with the Shi'ite Amal militia and refuses to 
accord the SLA equal status. Mr. Rabin’s statement could be 
understandable if he meant to drive the message home that 
following the IDFs withdrawal from South Lebanon a pragma- 
tic coexistence between local Amal militia units in the Shi'ite 
villages and towns within the security zone and the predomi- 
nantly Christian SLA must be developed. That certainly means 
that Unifil ought to remain a neutral force, trying to mediate 
between the various militia units, rather than pitting them 
against each other. 

But Mr. Rabin could have been more outspoken with regard 
to the severity of Friday's incident which exceeded all norms 
that can be tolerated with an Israel-affiliated military contin- 
gent. Such a statement, clearly distancing Israel from Gen. 
Lahad 's unilateral action, would have been particularly in place 
since the Finnish Unifil unit represents a country which has 
traditionally maintained good relations with Israel. 

It is a good thing that both Prime Minister Shimon Peres and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir yesterday phoned their 
Finnish counterparts to assure them of Israel's good will to 
settle the entire incident without delay. 

Friday's incident was most unfortunate for more than one 
reason. It came at a time when Israel is quietly reconsidering its 
various options how best to insure its security in the north. 
There have been clear indications that the Shi'ite Amal militia 
would be prepared to adopt a pragmatic attitude and to assure 
keeping out terrorists from the security zone north of the 
Israel-Lebanon border if it would be recognized as the pre- 
dominant'force in the area, representing the majority of the 
population in the south. 

That would mean that the SLA with its 1,200 men would have 


to assume and act according to its natural size, taking its place 
as yet another important local militia, representing the Christ- 


as yet another important local militia, representing the Christ- 
ian interests. 

There have been suggestions by the UN that Unifil could play 
an important role in such a pragmatic arrangement which could 
also have the tacit approval of Syria. All that points to the need 
to cool tempers all around and put aside Friday’s unfortunate 
incident without delay.

But be acknowledged that the 
company had been unable to stop 
the whisper campaign, which ac- 
cused Procter and Gamble of giving 
part of its income to the “Church of 
Satan” and which called for a 
boycott of all Procter and Gamble 
products. 

“We have hired detectives, filed 
lawsuits, issued statements and set 
up toll-free telephone hotlines, but 
have been unable to stop this totally 
unfounded whisper campaign," said 
the company spokesman. 

“Therefore we have decided to 
eliminate the use of the logo on our 
packaging." he said. 

The logo is a small circle showing a 
bearded face and t3 stars against a 
blue background. The company said 
it has had the same logo since 1932 
and variations of it since 1882. 


IN A CASE of the pot 
I Ittl cal,i . ng tbe.kttle black, the 
UNnH Anti-Zionist Committee of 
the Soviet Union has sent a cable to 
the U.S. Congress protesting against 
anti-Semitism in America. 

The committee, which has at least 
one Jew among its members, learned 
from the Associated Press of a report 
on anti-Semitic incidents in the U.S. 
compiled tty the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai BTith. According to 
the report, there were 715 cases of 
anti-Semitic vandalism, insults, 
threats and attacks in the past year. 

“The Anti-Zionist Committee, 
which is opposed to any form of 
chauvinism, whether Zionism or 
anti-Semitism, urges you, American 
legislators, to do everything possible 
to stop the growth of anti-Semitism 
in the U.S.," they wrote in the cable. 
“It is a disgrace to a civilized society. 
We hope that influential U.S. poe- 
tical leaders will make all practical 
efforts needed to safeguard the hu- 
man rights and personal security of 
all American citizens.” 7.5./. 


^ A MUSEUM director in 
Rome who resigned when 
pranksters claimed they 
fabricated three marble heads which 
he bad identified as lost works by 
Modigliani has been ordered rein- 
stated in his job by aspedal tribunal. 

Dario Durbe, formerly superin- 
tendent of Rome’s National Gallery 
of Modern Ait, hailed the adminis- 
trative tribunal's order as a form of 
“moral recognition’' that art author- 
ities should judge the authenticity of 
such finds. 

Durbe was one of the experts who 
declared the pieces fished from a 
canal in Leghorn last summer to be 
works of Amadeo Modigliani, who 
died in 1920 after a life of disease, 
poverty and neglect by his contem- 
poraries. 

To the delight of a nationwide 
television* audience last summer, 
three students who claimed that they 
had sculpted one of the heads ham- 
mered away to create a Modigliani- 
like sculpture just like tile three 
found in the canal. 

The youths said they had tossed 
die work into the water to fool 
experts, who were supervising the 
dredging of the canal in the Ligurian 
city where it was believed Modigliani 
had thrown some of his works in a fit 
of despair. 

A doctworker in Leghorn, in 
northwest Italy, claimed to have 
fooled art experts with the other two 
heads. 

The administrative court provided 
no explanation for its decision to 
reinstate Durbe. 


IT’S RARE for a teacher to 
I Ukl go on in the profession long 
enough to teach the grand- 
child. of one’s earlier students. But 
Dr. Rah el Wischnitzer, who teaches 
art at Yeshiva University in New 
York, could make that boast. She’s 
still teaching, and she has just cele- 
brated her 100th birthday.

DEFENDING the government's de- 
cision to exchange 1,150 terrorists 
for three Jewish soldiers held by the 
PLO, Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin emphasized his responsibility 
for the welfare of Israel's soldiers, 
including those held in captivity. 
What he' seems to have forgotten, 
however^ is that the foremost duty of 
our soldiers is to protect our civilian 
population, which is precisely why 
Mr. Rabin is called Israel’s minister 
of defence. 

Indeed, the democratic principle 
of military subordination to civilian 
authority requires Mr. Rabin to 
understand that his paramount re- 
sponsibility is not to our soldiers but 
to ourdvilians (so many of whom, of 
course, are soldiers out of uniform). 
Nevertheless, the government has 
knowingly endangered Israel's civi- 
lian population by releasing into its 
midst hundreds of Arab terrorists - 
murderers of men, women, and chil- 
dren. Nor is this all. 

These terrorists have been wel- 
comed as heroes by their friends and 
families in Judea and Samaria. We 
can be certain that many of them will 
resume their murderous activities. 
We can be equally certain that they 
will inspire and encourage many 
others to join them in their villainy. 
And they will attack not only Jewish 
settlers in Judea and Samaria; as in 
the past, any Jew in Israel will be 
their target. Hence our safety, and 
the safety of our children, has been 
placed at hazard by a government 
whose moral sensibilities are sense- 
less. 

Persisting in his unwisdom, Mr. 
Rabin challenged his critics to put 
themselves in the position of the 
government vis-d-vis the families of 
the three Jewish soldiers. This 
assault on our emotions is an insult 
to our intelligence. It was the duty of

the families of the three Jewish sol- 
diers to seek their release no matter 
what the cost. But it was the duty of 
the government to weigh that cost in 
terms of the immediate and long- 
range interests of all the people of 
Israel. 


WHILE THE government boasts 
about the value it places on the life of 
a single Jewish soldier, it plays Rus- 
sian roulette with the lives of an 
untold number of Jewish children. 
We have here a government suffer- 
ing from maudlin madness. 

Is there any limit to what such a 
government might do to free a cap- 
tive Israeli soldier? Suppose the 
PLO demands $10 million for his 
release. Suppose it demands the dis- 
bandment of a Jewish settlement in. 
Judea or Samaria, or the evacuation 
of a Jewish suburb of Jerusalem. 
Fanciful as these suppositions may 
seem, they compel us to ask: On 
what legal or publicly recognized 
criteria does the present government 
of Israel act in such* matters? And I 
have not mentioned the pernicious 
implications of “indirect" negotia- 
tions with the PLO. 

Mr. Rabin tries to dodge the issue 
by referring to previous instances of * 


such negotiations. But at no time in 
the past has a government of Israel 
released into our midst hundreds of 
PLO terrorists convicted/ of murder 
bv our own civil and military courts. 
By so doing, the government has 
made a mockery of our legal system. 
It has trivialized the deaths of the 
Jewish men, women and children 
who fell victim to those terrorists. It 
has dignified their murderers by 
treating them as if they were prison- 
ers of war. It has thereby given aid 
and comfort to an organization 
sworn to Israel's destruction. 

Again I ask: By what authority did 
the government release these cut- 
throats? It is as if the government 
had issued a collective pardon which 
not even the president would dare 
confer. Where is the law that permits 
such an amnesty? Is this law known 
to the people of Israel? Was this law. 
if it exists, the product of public 
inquiry and debate? We have here 
either a travesty of democracy or 
democracy gone mad.

The Rabbi nicaj Assembly (Con- 
servative) of America resolved not 
to invite as guest speakers in their 
synagogues those members of Knes- 
set who voted to change the “Who is 
a Jew" law.

Because, by their 
vote, they attempt to delegitimize 
Conservative Judaism. In effect they 
said “Your rabbis are no rabbis and 
your conversions are no conver- 
sions!” Why then should Mr. Shoval 
think that it would be nice for the 
Conservatives to invite them as hon- 
oured guests and allow them to earn 
a handsome fee on top of the insult? 

Mr. Shoval is also wrong if he 
believes that contributions to Israel 
could be reduced by the ban. On the 
contrary, they will be increased. For 
why should Conservative Jews 
attend a meeting to be addressed by 
a politician who demeans them? A 
fair number of congregants would 
protest by staying away. UJA and 
Israel Bonds should note this. There 
are better speakers and more sym- 
pathetic figures who can be called on 
to replace anyone who is now perso- 
na non grata in a Conservative con- 
gregation. 

Finally, it should be noted that this 
is the very first time that the Con- 
servative Movement has reacted' in 
anyway to the. harassment, persecu- 
tion and discrimination which it has 
suffered for years from the political 
and religious establishments. While 
the boycott of anti-Conservative

HONESTY AND THE RUSSIANS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - I was incensed by Arthur 
Opolion’s article of May 15 calling 
for a “measure of honesty between 
Israel and the Soviet Union in the 
matter of Soviet Jewish emigration.” 
On that day, I was the host to 
Professor Guy Von Dardel, the half- 
brother of Raoul Wallenbeig, who 
was visiting the Weizmann Institute. 
For 40 years, the Russians have 
i refused to tell anyone the honest 
truth about what they have done to 
Wallenberg since they captured him 
in 1945, and how they have “re- 
warded” him for his heroic and 
courageous stand against the Nazis 
which saved the lives of 100,000 
.Hungarian Jews. The Soviet govern- 
ment does not know the meaning of 
the word honesty, and anyone who 
attempts to be honest with them will 
immediately be recognized as a fool. 

How can anyone seriously talk 
about a “massive fraud against the 
Soviet Union" to describe Jews who 
do not go to Israel after leaving the 
Soviet Union with official permis- 


sion to go to Israel? Even the Rus- 
sians themselves use these fraudu- 
lent tactics. They use “visas to 
Israel” as a convenient way to get rid 
of troublesome Soviet dissidents, 
even when they are not Jewish and 
have never expressed any intention 
to go to Israel. 

I want Soviet Jews to come to 
Israel and not to America. How to 
achieve this is a serious problem 
which requires much serious work, 
particularly here within Israel. 
Blaming American Jews for our fai- 
lure to get these people here is 
wishful thinking and an escape from 
reality. But suggesting that there is 
any legality or obligation to “be 
honest" and honour commitments 
made to the Kremlin is simply sick- 
ening. 

The Russians will not respond to 
honesty, but only to external and 
internal pressures. Pressure is the 
ooly language that they understand. 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. - The op-ed piece by Arthur 
Opolion on May 15 presents an in- 
teresting and elegant argument. 
There may well be something to 
question about U.S. special treat- 
ment of Soviet Jewish emigrants in 
terms of its rationale and consistency 
with other U.S. immigration poli- 
cies. But Mr. Opolion is dead wrong 
when he attributes Soviet shutting 
off most Jewish emigration to the 
fact that many of the emigrants were 
winding up in the U.S. rather than in 
Israel. Even a relatively superficial 
knowledge of real Soviet behaviour 
- as opposed to their propaganda - 
should reject this line of reasoning - 
along with most of the related theses 
that Soviet aliya will reopen if only 
we here in Israel- avoid antagonizing 
the Kremlin. 

Soviet policy towards Jewish 
emigration stems first and foremost 
from internal Soviet conditions and 
perspectives. The USSR is a multi- 
national state whose rulers (rightly) 
fear that many of the non-Rnssian 
peoples would opt out if given the 
chance. Moreover, there are still 
operative aspects of the ideology (if 
for no other reason than ideology is 
the almost sole legitimizing excuse 
for CPSU monopoly of power) 
which reject the idea that any signifi- 
cant part of the society would want 
to leave the “utopia. ” In addition, in 
a nation where there is a very real 
history and tradition of widespread 
anti-Semitism and where scapegoats 
and examples are constantly needed . 
the Jew is the ideal asset. Finally, 
internally there is a real value for the 
state in the Jews - who, as else- 
where. make up an inordinate per- 
centage of the scientific and artistic 
community. 

These factors can, and are coun- 
teracted by external influences - 
especially when there is a net benefi- 
cial trade off for the Soviets (trade, 
technology, image, etc.) Unfortu- 
nately for Israel, this manifests itself 
almost totally in Soviet-U.S. and 
Soviet- West European relations. 
There is almost nothing that Israel 
can do which can .help this situation 


directly. The Soviets do have a real 
abiding interest and ambitions in the 
Middle East. However, the reality is 
not only that their current access is 
through the Arabs; but that even if 
Israel were to jump completely into 
bed with the Soviets and turn its back 
on the West, the men in the Kremlin 
would still put influence and rela- 
tions with the Arabs first. Sheer 
population, geography, etc. insure 
this. 

What Israel can do consists of (1) 
influencing the U.S. and the Euro- 
peans to pressure the Soviets, and 
(2) create in Israel a true high tech- 
nology export economy which will 
give Jerusalem something to lure the 
Soviets to accommodation. But. 
kow-towing to perceived Soviet dis- 
pleasure -'or to the expressions of 
displeasure expressed in the Soviet 
propaganda - puts Israel in the posi- 
tion of being too easily available. 
The Soviets will simply take what is 
offered, demand more and give no- 
thing in return. On the other hand a 
strong Israel, firmly allied with and 
cooperative with the West has a 
lever (through the West and that 
strong alliance) to pry open the 
doors of aliya from the great gulag - 
and an Israel exporting desirable 
high technology would have some- 
thing the Soviets want. 

In sum, not only is Mr. Opolion 's 
analysis of cause and effect of Soviet 
behaviour all wet, but so is that of 
those who have counselled against 
the VOA transmitter, the U.S. SDI 
or any other such programmes on 
the grounds that these activities 
would hurt the pursuit of Israel's 
interest in greater freedom for 
Soviet Jews to emigrate. Israel's 
policies in such matters are at worst 
irrelevant to aliya from the USSR, 
and actually full cooperation with 
Western efforts to build a strong 
defence, deter Soviet adventurism. 
Calling the Soviet leaders to account 
for their behaviour is quite likely to 
be the best long-term way to open 
the doors to emigration.

BANK SHARES 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Thanks to the able summar- 
ies of your reporter Pinhas Landau, I 
have been able to follow the pro- 
ceedings of the Bejski Commission 
on bank shares regulation. There are 
two points which I should like to 
make regarding the banks’ capital 
bases. 

1 . The bank chairmen pointed out 
that expansion required each bank 
to increase its capital in line with its 
borrowings. They were quite correct 
in saying this, as it is standard prac- 
tice and is designed to protect de- 
positors. They then went on to claim 
that they could only do this, dial is, 
issue new shares, when the stock- 
market price of their existing shares 
was strong. As far as I know, the key 
argument went unchallenged. I be- 
lieve it to be faulty. Consider this 
example. Let us suppose that a 
bank's shares are priced in the stock- 
market at 100 and that they are 
intrinsically cheap, with a break-up 
value of 200. The bank's finance 
director win doubtless be reluctant 
to issue new shares into this weak 
market at an irresistible price of, say, 
50 but, provided they are offered to

existing shareholders, where is the 
harm? The bank will have aug- 
mented its capital while its owners, 
the shareholders, will have enjoyed 
an exclusive opportunity to buy new 
shares cheaply. Such “rights” issues 
are commonplace in other financial 
markets. - 

2. It would be worth knowing 
whether the bankers, having 
embarked on the policy of sbare 
regulation/® anipttiation, ever com- 
missioned a Study by. for example, 
their organization and planning de- 
partments or their investment re- 
search departments, as to where 
such a polity might lead. After all. 
by 1983, it had resulted in valuations 
for the Israeli banks which rivalled 
those of New York.
